{t will interest us greatly to see how the ‘ publicity ” campaign, 
which has been initiated by Mr. W. A. Briscoe, will be illustrated 
and developed at Manchester. There can be no doubt that pub- 
licity is ene of our requirements; and there may come much good 
from a carefully-conducted publicity campaign ; but it must be evi- 
dent to many librarians that library propaganda demands wise 
supervision and adaptation to the varying public auditories to 
which it may be addressed. We confess that much library cor- 
respondence which we have read in public journals has been well- 
meaning but really useless propaganda. In short, we want pub- 
heity, but we want aiso the men qualified to promote it. 
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The newly-elected President of the Library Association for 1921 
—1922 is Alderman Abbott, and no better President could have 
been chosen for the year which opens with the Manchester Confer- 
ence. Among the newly-elected councillors we find Messrs. G. F. 
Jones, A. A. Gonime and B. M. Headicar for London, and Messrs. 
J. W. C. Purvis and J. Pomfret for the country. 


The Library Association Council nomination papers show no 
startling changes. We see Mr. Walter Powell has become a vice- 
president, an honour which both his abilities and his position 
deserve. We confess, however, that we should like to see these 
vice-presidentships given to older men—-Mr. Powell is luckily a 
young man, and in that resembles Mr. Pitt, who is also vice-presi- 
dent. Nor do we acquiesce in the opinion that because a man is 
the chief of a large library he is thereby entitled to special high 
office in the L.A. Why, again, is Mr. Herbert Jones not a vice- 
president? And why not Mr. Savage, who has a greater reputa- 
tion than five-sixths of the esteemed gentlemen who occupy that 


position

There will no doubt be much private (though possibly not public) 
talk at the Annual Meeting on salaries. September sees a reduc- 
tion in those salaries which carry the Civil Service scale of war- 
bonus. The recent report of the so-called Select Committee on 
Estimates which confined its attention to Civil Service salaries in- 
stead of dealing with the matter it was appointed to examine, has 
not helped things. It shows, of course, that the higher Civil 
Servants receive salaries incomparably larger than municipal 
officials, but ratepayers are all under the impression that the latter 
are equally well remunerated, and there is a definite attempt afoot 
to reduce salaries to the 1914 level irrespective of the fact that the 
world of 1921 is an entirely different world.

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SOME MANCHESTER LIBRARIES. 


After London, Manchester is the largest library centre in Eng- 
land. Not only has it great foundation libraries, such as the 
Chetham and the John Rylands and its wide-spreading public 
libraries, it has surrounding it quite considerable libraries at Sal- 
ford, Bolton, Warrington, Wigan, and at many other relatively 
near-by places. The librarian who cannot spend a profitable 
week iu examining the various buildings and the methods by which 
they are administered is deserving of sympathy. 


Oldest in time as in character, the Chetham must be visited. It 
was “the first library in Europe (so Dr. W. E. A. Axon declares) 
to open its doors freely to all comers without distinction of rank 
or creed.” It dates from the middle of the 17th century, and 
forms a part, or an annexe, of the Chetham Hospital, as it is 
called, an orphan school, which is also a foundation of the famous 
Humphrey Chetham (1580-—-1653). It is open daily and visitors 
pay sixpence for admission as a rile. The library does not possess 
the marvellous bibliographical treasures which now glorify the 
Joha Rylands, but it has many things unique in character. More- 
over, the quaint architecture, furniture and fittings and old-world 
atmosphere of the place make it well worth a visit. 


he public libraries consist now of a central library, for reference 
only, and twenty-four branch libraries, and is, we believe, the 
iargest library system in England The city was one of the first 
to put William Ewart’s Act into operation, and the first central 
library was opened to the public in 1852 in the old Hall of Science,

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Edward Edwards being the first librarian. _It is curious to note 
that although the Central Library has occupied some fairly large 
buildings it has never had a permanent home; and it is fair to say 
that it is the worst-housed great library in the world. There are 
schemes afoot for the building of a new central library, but the 
war has so changed economic values, and the circumstances of to- 
day are so difficult, that the time is not very near, we fear, when 
it will come into being. In spite of that, wonderful work is done 
in the hut, hurriediy built on the Piccadilly site. Near by is the 
Administration Department which should certainly be examined. 
It is a fragment of the old Infirmary with a central hall, and round 
it Mr. Jast has arranged a series of administrative rooms in a 
sequence which is convenient for library processes. The methods 
employed here demand the most careful examination. As for the 
branch libraries, an examination of these beginning with the 
earliest, the Rochdale Road and passing through them ail to 
such buildings as that at Chorlton-cum-Hardy, is an experience in 
the development of library planning in the last 70 years. 


One approaches the John Rylands Library with a feeling of 
wonder that such an institution should have grown up, in a mght 
as it were, in the heart of Cottonopolis. Lhe beautiful modern 
Gothic building ought to be in a garden with level lawns set 
about with cedars, not here facing a roaring modern highway. So 
one feels on the first approach ; but what a delight it is to pass its 
doors, and at a step find oneself in a successful reproduction of the 
quiet of the olden world. We wil]! not repeat its history here, 
eve in paragraph form, because Mr. Henry Guppy its revered 
and distinguished librarian, has written a well-known volume des- 
cribing it as only he can. It has an atmosphere which somewhat 
resembles that of the Bodleian without the cramped feeling that 
one sometimes experiences in the more august library, which is 
remarkable when it is remembered that the library is oniy about 
twenty-three years old. One feels that in its planning, fittings 
and furnishings money has been a quite secondary consideration ; 
and this is the highest economy for the John Rylands will remain 
when many pretentious buildings have crumbled. Its lecture- 
room, for instance, is a gem, and its staff rooms fill other librarians 
with envy. Moreover, freedom of access is the note of the founda- 
tion; and I once overheard Mr. Guppy say, pointing to his office 
door: ‘‘ That door is always open!” We shall enjoy our aiter- 
noon at the John Rylands. 


These are the three principal libraries, but there are others that 
deserve attention: the Portico, for example, in Mosley Street, 
which was founded in 1806 and has nearly 80,000 volumes and 
consists of lending and reference libraries; the Atheneum, in 
Princess Street, not so old, but still an old and quite considerable 
library; the Literary and Philosophical Society's Library with 
32,000 and more volumes and pamphlets (it is in George Street) ; 
the Medical Society's Library, in the University; and the Uni- 
versity Library itself, which with its 120,000 (or so) volumes ranks 
next after the Public Libraries and the John Rylands in size. 
Then there are more special libraries to be considered: the 
Northern Branch of the National Library for the Blind; the Geo- 
graphical Society: the Geological Society ; the Library of the Lan-

The library 
idea gained ground early in Manchester, and has retained it. We 
could not go to a more appropriate centre for a library conference. 


THE LIBRARIES AND THE ANTIQUARIAN BOOK

They are 
always interesting to the student, and open a wide field for research 
and education. On the historical side there will be found in 
every Antiquarian Bookseller's catalogue material of importance 
on the history of this and other European countries. ‘The dis- 
criminating Librarian will always find time to read Booksellers’ 
Catalogues, and in this connection attention may be drawn to that 
of our Publishers, which is issued as a supplement to this number 
of ‘‘The Library World.” 

During the Conference week Librarians will no doubt take the 
opportunity of visiting the Antiquarian Booksellers of Manchester. 
Among them may be mentioned such well-known firms as Messrs. 
J. E. Coxnisn, Ltd., Agents by Appointment for the Ordnance 
Survey Maps, who have their place of business at 16, St. Ann's 
Square. The firm was established over one hundred years ago by 
Mr. Simms; and afterwards was carried on for a considerable 
period by Mr. Edwin Slater. Forty years ago the business was 
taken over by Mr. Jas. Edward Cornish, and incorporated as a 
private Limited Company in 1904. The Managing Director is 
Mr. Wm. Sherwood. The Company conducts an extensive business 
as Booksellers, Publishers and Stationers. Messrs. Simpson & 
Dickens have been established at their present address, 49, 
Cross Street, for sixty years, the business having passed successively 
through the hands of Mr. Hayes, Mr. W. A. Pitcher, and the 
present firm, which carries on the business as new and second-hand 
booksellers. Messrs. Simpson & Dickens have extended their 
premises, and it is interesting to note that Mr. J. D. Dickens, 
partner of the firm, was for thirty years in the Library of the 
Manchester Atheneum, eleven years of which period he was Chief 
Librarian. 

Mr. James Rostnson, of 24, Bridge Street, deals mainly 
in Theological works, though he has a Special Department for 
Miscellaneous Literature and Fiction. His business was established 
in 1894. 

Mr. C. CLarke commenced his present business in Salford in 
1907, but removed to the premises he now occupies, 4a Blue 
Boar Court, in 1911. His book-shop lies between the Exchange 
and the Cathedral. Librarians will do well to pay him a visit, and 
inspect the stock of about 30,000 volumes, chiefly classified, which 
are housed in this ‘‘ Book Nook ” and ‘‘ Curio Cavern.” 

We have not received details of the business of Messrs. 
Suerratr & Hvenes, but the firm is well known to every 
Librarian. 

We hear from Mr. Cuartes H. Barper, of 5, St. Ann St., 
that his business was established in 1904, and that he specialises 
in Historical, Philosophical and Early Printed English Literature.

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BRITISH LIBRARIES, THE POLICY OF THE 
LIBRARY ASSOCIATION AND THE REPORT OF 
THE UNIVERSITY GRANTS COMMITTEE. 
SOME CRITICISMS AND SUGGESTIONS. 


British librarianship owes a heavy debt of gratitude to the 
scholar librarians of last generation who founded the Library 
Association, and guided the public library movement at a time 
when it had few friends, and most needed direction. Apart from 
Sir J. Y. W. MacAlister and Mr. Frank Pacy (both of whom had 
experience over a long period, and rival Peter Pan in youthfulness 
of mental outlook !), there were in those days few in the public 
library service competent to formulate a policy of public library 
development. But probably then, as now, both Sir John and Mr. 
Pacy found that they had to give place to older-minded men! The 
British Museum type of library was in many cases considered the 
ideal to which public town libraries should aspire in their limited 
capacities,—-and even Edward Edwards, our first great public 
librarian, was under its spell. Others might well be silent in the 
company of men like Garnett, Nicholson, Bradshaw, Thomas. If 
we of a later day, with the public library field in possession,— 
more or less; and ploughed and sown,—more or less; with vision 
broadened by the light of new opportunities; if we sometimes 
think that the tradition of the academic policy as suggested by the 
pioneers of the public library movement hangs too heavily over the 
movement, here and there, the fault is ours for not generally pur- 
suing a better policy. Let it be admitted frankly that in many 
places the movement has lagged behind; while in others it has 
advanced to the honour of the service in ways that have called 
forth praise from the highest quarters. Traditional ways of doing 
things are nearly always bad ways; they constantly require to be 
revised in the light of new experience. We need hardly refer to 
the yeoman service of the late James Duff Brown in this con- 
nexion. As editor of this magazine he was a constant critic of 
traditional methods and policy. He believed in his public and 
in keeping in touch with it. 

Shall we say that the library world, as represented by the 
Library Association, has swung much to the left in the past 
twenty-five years? It is undoubtedly the Association's loss that 
in many instances the successors of the old scholar librarians 
should so seldom be actively associated with professional gather- 
ings. It is rather a reflection on the statesmanship of the library 
movement. But it is never too late to mend, and perhaps the 
greatest work the Library Association could now undertake, in 
the interest of library work in all its phases, would be to endeavour 
to parade under its banner all connected with the library service 
and with bibliographical activities. Many of the successors of 
the university and other librarians who formerly helped the Asso- 
ciation are connected with the various societies dedicated to the 
cult of the book. The number of such societies, engaged in essen- 
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tial library activities, is considerable enough. The result of 
attracting members of the kind would be an influx of new blood 
into the body of the Association, a new policy making for advance- 
meni might emerge, and a move made possible in the interest of 
unification of the iibrary service, or at least of its ideals. What 
the American Library Association has done, the Council of the 
Library Association should be able to do; and that under con- 
siderably fewer difficulties. 

In order to win and retain the interest of men of the kind, it 
would be necessary that the outlook of the Association, as ex- 
pressed in its works in the past decade, shouid be broadened. It 
cannot be said that much consideration is given in the Association's 
work to the problems which directly concern the large body of 
librarians out with the municipal libraries. This is quite un- 
fortunate, and a change is desirable. Lacking the interest and 
help of librarians of every class, the Association cannot be re 
garded as representative. The Association is conspicuously weak 
as regards bibliographical activities. This side should be 
strengthened, and problems of research exploited. 

The whole problem of the British library service is ripe for 
discussion, and we venture to think that the municipal librarian 
stands to gain by open discussion. The Association appears to 
lack momentum mainly because it is not representative. Moreover, 
it sadly lacks initiative. May we ask the Council to consider the 
facts of the case? (i) The Association failed regarding the provision 
of camps’ libraries during the war; (ii) it appears to take no part 
in the great movement for providing libraries to the mercantile 
marine; (iii) the Central Library for Students,-which should 
have been a great interest of the Association,—knows it not; (iv) 
the adult education movement, which has to do with the finest 
student type, has not received its active support. 

Meanwhile, there is a new field opening out for all engaged in 
university librarianship. | One cannot always build with safety 
on a Government document, but the ‘‘ Report of the University 
Grants Committee” (Cmd. 1163) is so fuli of possibilities for 
university libraries that it deserves close attention. The Uni- 
versity Grants Committee was formed on 14th July, 1919, with 
Sir William McCormick as chairman. Two of its members (Sir 
F. G. Kenyon and the late Sir William Osler) were inti- 
mately in touch with library needs. The secretariate includes 
Mr. A. L. Hetherington, whose first-class thinking on library 
problems is remembered by all librarians. The Committee dis- 
bursed the sum of £1,304,000 in the year 1919-20; and the sum 
at their disposal for 1920-21 was £1,196,000. The past year 
was devoted by the Committee to a visitation and a gathering of 
facts at universities and colleges in Great Britain, and the report 
now presented to the Treasury is in the nature of a preliminary 
survey of the university situation on its administrative side. Much 
ground is covered in the report, but we are mainly concerned with 
the library policy embodied in it. It is of so much significance 
that we recommend every reader of THE Lisrary Wor-p to get a 
copy. The first sentences of Section 10(a) give a key to the 
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policy: ‘‘ The character and efficiency of a University may be 
gauged by its treatment of its central organ—the library. We 
regard the fullest provision for library maintenance as the primary 
and most vital need in the equipment of a University. An ade 
quate library is not only the basis of all teaching and study ; it is 
the essential condition of research, without which additions cannot 
be made to the sum of human knowledge.” This is first-class 
thinking, if we may say so. Although the Committee’s Report is 
provisional, there is little doubt that the logic of it will carry with 
the foundations, as the Committee appear to be in the peculiar 
position of combining advisory and administrative functions,—two 
entirely distinct and not easily compatible operations. It is in 
nature an inspectorate; but few institutions will look askance at 
the recommendations of so distinguished a body. We wish the 
Committee strength in the interest of University libraries and 
librarianship. 


LETTERS ON OUR AFFAIRS. 


Dear ARISTONYMOUS, 
THe CONFERENCE. 

I address you with deference, as an interloper into your cor- 
respondence, but you have always urged me to ‘‘ say a few words,” 
and, here, on the threshold of the Library Association Confer- 
ence, I am foolish enough to comply with your request. 
Eratosthenes is holidaying in Scotland where I trust he will meet 
a wit as nimble, if not as sardonic, as his own; and Callimachus 
is cooling his fiery humour by the waters of the Wye where I hope 
he will absorb some of Wordsworth’s philosophic calm, for he needs 
it badly; aud, as for you, my desire is not to be personal, and I 
refrain, therefore, from comment upon your holiday plans and 
needs. This is going to be a gentle letter. Incidentally, and as 
a preliminary, I must grumble, though ; because my calendar tells 
me it is the twelfth of August, and I have not the least notion of 
what is to happen at the Conference. 


No PrRoGRAMME 

Four weeks before the Conference is of course too early to expect 
the Library Association to provide programmes. That is because 
the Council, or Executive Committee (this latter war-time rump 
government of the L.A. is trying to outlive the Imperial Coalition 
Government by the way) loves the effects of surprise. Perhaps 
the Editor of The Library World may have the programme by the 
time this letter appears. 

Guosts. 

Once I saw a letter of Sir John MacdAlister’s in which that 
dearest of Scots said he no longer attended the annual meetings of 
the L.A.: “‘ he saw too many ghosts.” As we grow older this be- 
comes the lot of each of us; and I wonder if there is anywhere in 
the kingdom where so many shades are gathering to greet us, as 
at Manchester. Not shades such as that of Harrison Ainsworth, 
who wrote Guy Fawkes under the influence of the Chetham Library 
of which he vainly, as I believe, aspired to be librarian ; but ghosts 
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of real librarians. Edward Edwards, a dour, grim man, with the 
fervour of the apostle, and something of the difficult temper of the 
evangelist who is rarely able to work according to the compromises 
which are the very essence of public life in England. As everyone 
who is likely to read my letter knows, he became as was natural, 
librarian of Manchester, the first considerable public library to be 
established in the country, in 1851, and held office until 1858, when 
the inevitable differences with his Committee led to his resignation. 
By the way, do you know of any other public library in England 
that was honoured with an inaugural epic! In America they do 
sometimes run to poetical exercises, but only Manchester on this 
continent ever inspired forty-eight pages of heroic verse. George 
Hatton was the bard, and the late W. R. Credland (himself an 
honoured shade who will be in our midst) quotes nearly fifty lines 
of it in his Manchester Free Public Libraries. Its flights are not 
exactly Miltonic; but they were probably heart-felt ; thus :— 

‘“ This day is dedicate to you and yours 

This princely palace while all time endures.” 
(The princely palace has, in spite of poetic prevision, evaporated, 
and tor the nonce has been replaced by a glorified cab-shelter on 
Piccadilly) ; but to continue :— 

‘“* This Lisrary is yours! for ever! free! 

Oh, matchless boon! Oh generosity ! 

This Library is yours!” 
and how much would the modern librarian give to recapture the 
fine careless rapture which inspired those exclamation marks. To 
return to Edwards. Could he revisit the glimpses of the moon 
what would he say, he who ruled a reference library containing 
25,858 volumes at his departure, and a lending library containing 
10,029, to the present great system with its 28 (or is it 29?) build- 
ings and its stock running to hundreds of thousands! However, 
he laid the foundations, and let his silent spirit be honoured in 
our midst. 

Rosert WILson SMILES 

followed him, brother of the author of that book which may have 
inspired many lovers of the theory of ‘‘ get on or get out,” Se/f 
iielp. He was an educationist and seems to have gone strong on 
building up an education section in the Reference Library—of all 
sorts of stuff which ought rather to be in an educational museum 
than a library: class and school books, maps, diagrams, ‘‘ and 
many kinds of apparatus useful for educational purposes’ (but I 
don't know if he included pointers, inkwells, dusters, and what 
the Scots, I think, call the tawse). Anyway the Mancunians 
liked his work; but then, bless you, they appreciate anything that 
is done for their benefit. He, too, opened the first special depart- 
ment in 1862 for juvenile readers, with 120 books; and from this 
grew the many boys’ reading rooms which were once a feature of 
Manchester. Six years later he resigned, and 


Dr. ANDREA CRESTADORO, 
one of the most picturesque figures in bibliothecal annals, succeeded 
him. He was of Italian birth and did not come to England until 
1849, when he was forty-one. _It is curious, en passant, to remem- 
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ber that two of our great librarians, Panizzi and Crestadoro, come 
from south of the Po. The latter was a complex person; like 
Edwards a pamphleteer at first, he became an inventor, but in 1862 
Smiles apparently found the work of continuing the reference 
catalogue begun by Edwards to be too much for him, the Com- 
mittee advertised for a competent person to carry on; and Cres- 
tadoro undertook to complete the work in two years; was ap- 
pointed, and succeeded in his undertaking. The catalogue is (or 
was) famous, and is an author catalogue, in which anonymous 
works are inserted under subject, with an index of subjects. It 
became a model very largely imitated. You will find a descrip- 
tion of its rules in an entertaining paper by the late Dr. Axon, 
‘The Art of Cataloguing,” in his Manchester Public Libraries, a 
paper which ought to be reprinted. Crestadoro did much in his 
fifteen years of office to free the libraries from galling rules and 
regulations. ‘‘ What,” said he, and it was his most famous say- 
ing, “‘is the use of a rule if it cannot be broken!” and many a 
student blessed his interpretation thereof. He died in 1879, and 
his sub-librarian, 
CuarLes WILLIAM Sutton, 
reigned in his stead. For forty and more years he reigned, build- 
ing up the largest municipal library system in the country, bring- 
ing love, enthusiasm, learning and unerring taste to his task. Con- 
servative in some things, he was yet liberal in most things. He 
inherited a tradition which was good, but limited, and he broke 
through it manfully on many occasions. When he died Man- 
chester had the finest reference library in the North, the largest 
number of branches, and perhaps the largest issue (but of that I 
am not sure. To all of us who knew him he stood for high 
ideals and kind!iness of mind. Mr. Ernest Axon’s brochure, 
beautifully reprinted (for private circulation) this year from the 
Library Association Record for June, 1920, is a tribute that de- 
serves careful study for its discriminating survey of his services. 
Sutton is so near to us that we shall feel his presence at Man- 
chester. 
OTHER GuHosTs 
there will doubtless be. Librarians of the Chetham, the Portico, 
Owens, the Atheneum, and many others, whose names I do not 
know. Then, may we not expect that other shades, not of Man- 
chester, will be with us? James Duff Brown, the greatest muni- 
cipal librarian our kingdom ever produced ; F. J. Burgoyne, Peter 
Cowell, Ogle, W. E. A. Axon, first of the three Librarian-Axons 
of Manchester, Mullins and Capel Shaw, of Birmingham,—all 
these and many more who were with us at former meetings will 
look upon our return. 
I congratulate you on the amount of this in the sincerest form 
which you are receiving. In the L.A. Record a gentleman, signing 
himself F.B., appears to be attempting to imitate your inimitable 
correspondence, signing the results ‘‘ Current Views.” His wit 
and irony are somewhat amateur, but his attempts show a good 
- courage. You must expect such penalties of Fame.

Mr. Lewis Spence’s work on “ Myths of Mexico and Peru ”’ and his 
** Dictionary of Mythology” are so well-known that this volume follows 
almost as a matter of course, and will be equally welcome. The author 
concerns himself with the scieuce of mythology, that is, with religious 
beliefs and conjectures as to the nature of things of primitive, ancient, or 
barbarous peoples, and not with modern religious science, philosophy, or 
theology.

Right at the beginning of this report our eyes fall upon a sentence that 
arouses our interest—‘‘ No greater justification for the maintenance of 
Public Libraries out of pub'ic funds 1s needed than the fact that in times 
of depression and unemployment all the rooms are filled with readers, and 
the issue of bocks shows remarkable increases... The recent strike 
conditions have proved this fact to be a true one, yet so far as we can 
remember, no one has hinted at the significance of the increased use of 
libraries in times of depression. A Banburyite might say that the rooms 
were filled merely with the willingly and the unwillingly idle who came 
for the want of something better to do. The Banburyite would be wrong. 
There is a great Jeal more in the phenomenon than that. Only one thought 
that occurs to us is that this increase in home reading shows that the masses 
are learning how to utilise to the best advantage even their enforced and 
undesired leisure. We know of many men, in one town alone, who during 
the strike, and with the help of the public library, has been able to return td 
work with much greater qualifications for the task than they possessed on 
March 30th, and others to whom, through their selecting a different type 
of reading, the strike has been the means of broadening their outlook. No 
greater justification is needed. 

Kitsurn Pvusiic Lierary (Urban District of Willesden). 
Librarian's Annual Report, 1920-1921. 

Now that the co-ordination of the libraries in the Willesden District is 
a fait accompli, this is the last annual report to be issued by the separate 
institution at Kilburn. Therefore, as the figures given deal with work done 
ander an old regime, we wil! not discuss them, reviewing this report only 
for the sake of the opportunity it presents to acknowledge the fact that 
the work of the no longer separate libraries has always been as excellent 
as the system would permit.

We should 
like also to express our sppreciation of the attitude of the Kilburn 
Committee and Librarian towards the new conditions:—‘* Now under the 
new scheme we shall take a broader and wider view, and look forward 
to taking our place as an integral part in the Library system of the great 
Urban District of Willesden ’’ (George Gooding, Librarian).

A NEW LIBRARY INVENTION. 


Mr. Lambert whose inventive genius is well known to librarians, 
has invented an entirely new method of shelf-adjustment for steel 
bookstacks, which is esteemed so highly that in conjunction with 
Mr. Fortune it has been patented throughout the world. 

The new Invention is adaptable to all forms of bookstacks, and 
the parts are so simple that cost is reduced to a minimum. 

In America where steel shelving is so largely used, it is generally 
agreed that shelving having a positive adjustment is the best 
for library use. So far, however, the American types of notch 
or slot shelving give only one inch adjustment, and to raise or 
lower the shelves so as to hook same on to the upright, the books 
have to be removed. 

In the Lambert-Fortune Bookstack the shelves can be raised 
or lowered by one-eighth of an inch, and the brackets are locked 
when in position so that they cannot be accidentally released. 
This is an important point for libraries where the public are 
admitted to the shelves, as the bookstacks are proof against inter- 
ference. 

The method by which this close, positive and locked adjustment 
is obtained is clever. In the upright of a bookstack a guideway is 
provided which is notched at one inch intervals. The brackets 
are notched at seven-eighths intervals. . When a bracket is in- 
serted into the guideway one pair of slots will come into register 
and into these a connector is turned which connects the bracket 
with the upright. As the slots in the upright slope upward and 
those in the bracket downward, the weight of the shelf exerts a 
locking action on the bracket by closing up the entrance of the 
upright slot into which the connector has been placed. 

Thus the connector can only be moved when the shelf is held up. 
To raise the shelf one-eighth of an inch the connector is placed in 
the pair of slots immediately above. To lower a shelf the con- 
nector is moved to the slots below. A close adjustment of any 
multiple of one-eighth inch can be obtained by advancing or lower- 
ing the connector the desired number of slots, but ordinarily it is 
not necessary to count the slots as the bracket slides in the guide- 
way and wherever it is held it will be seen that only one pair of 
slots register. 

Another feature of the Lambert-Fortune Bookstack is that a 
maximum shelf fairway is obtained unobstructed at the ends, so 
that there are no projections to damage the books. 

Mr. Lambert's invention consists of guideways, brackets and 
shelves, which can be fastened to the wall to make a cheap wall 
bookstack, or to any suitable structure for double stacks. 

In a bookstore constructed with mezzanine floors for instance, 
the guideways can be fixed to the floor supports, making the 
cheapest and most practical shelving it is possible to obtain.

The works on early printing which have been published since Burger's 
Index was issued in 1902 are numerous. Comparatively few of them, 
however, attempt to register the productions of a press or printer in final 
form. Le Verdier’s Monograph on Le Talleur may be taken as an instance 
of the differenge such a monograph makes in the entries in Burger's Index.
